MINORITY PARTY 
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Judge's Ruling Deprives Re- 
publicans of Election Offi- 
ces in City and Cicero. 


DUNNE AIMS STATE BLOW 


Governor Elect to ignore “Dead 
G. 0. P.“ in Appointing 
Nonpartisan Boards. 


SEVERAL BIG JOBS M STAKE 


The Progressive party was officially rec- 


ognized yesterday ae the minority party 
in Chicago and Cicero—the territory within 
the jurisdiction of the board of election. com- 
ners. By court order of County Judge 
John E. Owens the election commissioners 
were directed to draw one-half of the judges 
and clerks of election from the Progressive 
party and to forget officially that the Repub- 
lioan party ever had a legal existence. 
Thirty minutes after this blow had sent 
the Republican organization in Cook county 
reeling tq the ropes Gov. Elect Edward F. 
Dunne told Roy O. West, Republican na- 
tional committeeman and chairman of the 
Republican state committee, that he will give 
due consideration to the formal demand 
of Mr. West that the Republican state or- 
ganization be considered the minority ” 
party in the ‘state for the purposes of filling 
the places on the bipartisan boards created 
by statute. Mr. West called upon Mr. Dunne 
at the latter's office. 


Dunne to Deal with Progressives. 
The “due consideration” is the tactful 
banana peel which is placed under the feet 
of the battalion of jobseekers as they head 
the elevator after having dee with 
e governor elect. 
At is a political secret that Mr. Dunne toid 


ee Mr. West he will be compelled to traheact his | 


business with the Profressive state organ- 
igation and not with the Republican man- 
agers in dealing out the list of plums which 


| have to go to somebody aside from Demo- 


crats under the new régime. 

Included in this list are two memberships 
on the board of administration, worth $6,000 
a& year each; one membership on the state 
civil service commission, one on the rivers 
and lakes commission, one on the state board 
of pardons, and one of the memberships on 
the board of managers of the reformatory at 
Pontiac. 


Owens’ Ruling Hard Blow. 
The Owens decision is the big blow, how- 


ever. to the G. O. P. There are 3,500 places on 


the preoinot election boards, worth, each of 
them, about $50 a year. Control of this par- 
tioular patronage has been of the utmost 
value to the old time Republican organiza- 
tion, and is looked upon by the expert poli- 
ticlans in the new Progressive organization 
as the greatest individual factor in develop- 
ing an.active party organization in the city. 

The action was taken by Judge Owens 
upon the showing of the vote of the last elec- 
tions. The present terms of office of the 
precinct judges and clerks expire on Jan. 1. 
Names of new judges and clerks are recom- 
mended to the County judge for appointment 
by the election commissioners, and the com- 
missioners asked for a ruling as to the mi- 
nority party from which these officials should 
be chosen, Chief Clerk William Stuart of the 
election board appeared before Judge Owens.

TRAILS ODD WILL

Two Days After He Be- 
queaths All to Wife.

POISON. FOUND IN BODY. 


Coroner Hoffman, State’s Attorney Hoyne, 

and Assistant Chief of Police Schuettier 
yesterday began an inquiry into the circum- 
stances of the death of Frank Raude, who 
died at his residence in Lyons last Friday 
morning. On Wednesday he made a will 
leaving everything to his wife. Raude was 
55 years old. 
„ Raude’s death was due to arsenic polson- 
ing, according to Dr. W. Henry Burmeister 
of the coroner’s staff. He eétimated, from 
a hasty analysis of the stomach, that it con- 
tained no less than thirty grains of the poi- 
gon, @nd that it was taken in paris green 
or a similar compound. 

Raude’s widow, Mrs. Merie Raude, and 
two sisters—Mrs. Addie Elkins, 5650 Union 
street, and Mrs. J. H. Lewis of indianapolis 
ere questioned in the afternoon in the 
coroner's office by Mr. Hoyne, Mr. Hoffman, 
and Assistant Chief Schuettler. After the 
questioning was gver the women went to 
their homes and three detectives were 
assigned to investigate the cage. 


Widow Faints at Inquiry. 

Mrs. Raude's inquisition was especially 
severe. At one time she became hysterica) 
and fainted and there was a hurried scamper- 
ing of office attachés for water and restora- 
tives. 

I know no one killed husband and that 
he didn’t commit suicide,’’ she sobbed ov®r 
and over agaln. He didn’t die of arsenic 
poisoning.”’ 

It's a case of either murder or suicide,” 
the coroner sald at night. There are many 

- peculiar circumstances. The widow scouts 
the theory both of murder and of suicide, She 
says her husband had no reason to kill him- 
self and says she is positive he could not 
have been given poison at his home.’ 

The widow, who is about 38 years old, ad- 
mitted she and her husband had had quar- 
rels due to neighbors’ gossip which had con- 
nected her name with that of a saloonkeeper, 
Antony Paviek, who runs 4 place in the 
neighborhood. She says there was no foun- 
dation for the gossip. 


Orders Funeral Stopped. } 
“My attention was dawn to the case on 
Saturday morning.“ the coroner sald. 
man whose name I will not divulge called 
me up by telephone and said there were pe- 
qulfar circumstances about the death of 
Raude, and that the funeral was about to be 
held. I ordered the funeral stopped and 
postmortem examination made of the body. 
“Dr. Burmeister made the postmortem 
and a hurried analysis of the stomach. As 
near as he can estimate, the stomach con- 
tained about thirty grains of arsenic. Then 
we learned Raude made a will last Wednes- 
day. That evening he invited relatives to 
a big goose dinnerAt his residence. He went 
to bed thet ‘night and never left it again 


dntil he died early on Friday mornning. He 
had been in IIi health for many months. 


Raude’s property was all left to his 
widow in a pecullariy worded will He had 
real estate in Lyons estimated to be worth 
about $5,000, with a $1,200 mortgage against 
it. He also left a life insurance policy of 
$1,200 to the widow. That's our evidence in 
the case. We are investigating, and until 
our investigation shows something there will 
be no arrests, if thereever 16. 


Text of the Will. 

Raude’s will, properly drawn and witnessed 
by Lyons’ friends, was placed in the coro- 
ner’s hands. It reads: 

My health is against me and I've got to 
go. I will all my property to my wife, 
Marie Raude. Make as little expense as 
possible for my funeral and lay this will 
on the coffin so every one can see it. 

Mra. Raude talked reluctantly at first when 
she was questioned. She contradicted- her- 
self many times, but when her examination 
was concluded the prosecutor and coroner 
agreed she should be allowed to go. The 
Woman said she and Raude had been married 
nineteen years. 


My mother, who now nves with me, 
picked out my husband,” she said. “We 


e 


have had our quarrels, but made up after- 
ward.“ 

Mrs. Raude told the circumstances of her 
husband’s death and then was asked: 

“Did your husband .ever have any paris 
green about the house?’ 

„ don't know; he used some kind of stuff 
to spray the rose bus bes.“ 

Dr. Arthur MacNeal of Berwyn issued the 
death certificate for Raude's burial. He said 
efter the report of the coroner that death 
could not have been caused by heart disease, 
as he at first supposed. Whether poison was 
administered with intent to murder or taken 
with suicidal intent was & problem the phy- 
siclan refused to try to solve. 


BOMB BURSTS IN REAR OF FLAT 
OCCUPIED BY MONT TENNES’ AID 


Explosion on Back Porch of John More- 
lock’s Residence in Wilcox Avenue 
Recalls Gamblers’ ‘War. 


A possible resumptiom of the gamblers’ 
bomb war, which held Chicago in a reign of 
terror two years ago, was recalled last night 
when a bomb exploded in the rear of the 
apartments of John Morelock, on the third 
floor of a six flat building at 2823-25 Wilcox 
avenue. Morelock is a lieutenant of Mont 
Tennes, king of Chicago handbook makers. 

The flat adjoining that of Morelock is 
rented by James Trautmen, superintendent 
of the Thiel detective agency, who is out of 
the city; and his brother, William Trautman, 
who was in the flat at the time of the ex- 
plosion. It also was believed by occupants 
of the building that some activity of the de- 
tective may have brought about the exp)o- 
gion. 

The bomb was placed on the porch of the 

building in the rear of the two apartments 
on the third floor. It was placed between 
two garbage cane in Me exact center of the 
porch. Exploding it blew a hole through 
the roof of the porch, hurled the garbage 
cans and porch furniture about and shat- 
tered windows ia both flats. 
H. G. Clark, principal of the Clark school, 
owns the building, and with his wife occuptes 
one fiat on the first floor. He said he had 
had no labor difficulties, had received no 
threats, and was at a loss to know the cause 
of the accident. Other occupants of the 
building were Louis Trocky, wife, and daugh- 
ter; Ira Reynolds and wife, and George J. 
Green and wife and child. 

The explosion oceurred three doors from 
the home of Captain of Detectives John Hal- 
pin at 3831 Wilcox avenue. Capt. Halpin re- 
turned home at 11:30, but was not aware that 
the bomb had been exploded until called on 
the telephone by THE TRIBUNE.

Gov. Donaghey of Arkansas 


Strikes Vital Blow at State 
Lease System. 


WIPES OTS ROAD CAMPS.

Little Rock, Ark., Dec. 16.—[Spectal. -A 

vital blow at the convict lease system em- 
ployed in Arkansas and other states was 
struck by Gov. George W. Donaghey today 
when he patdoned 316 state and 44 county 
corsvicts. 
This drastic action is the direct result of 
sentiments expressed by Gov. Donaghey in 
a speech before the conference of governors 
at Richmond, Va., two weeke ago. 

Three convict camps in Arkansas were 
wiped out by the wholesale granting of par- 
dons. These camps are the ones where con- 
victs are leased to contractors, and do not 
include the camps where convicts are em- 
ployed in building state roads. 

The convicts included in the list were serv- 
ing sentences for minor felonies. Many of 
the prisoners, however, were sentenced: for 
fifteen years or more. 

Has Protested in Vain, 

“I have consistently fought thé convict 
leasing system since I have been in public 
office,”” declared the governor today. In 
every speech I have denounced it. As a mem- 
ber of the peniténtiary board I have opposed 
tt im every instance where it was at isaue. 

“Mme after time I have pleaded with the 
legislature to abolish it, but in spite of my 
appeals for relief and the repeated protests 
of the people ot this state and the reports of 
the penitentiary board and the messages 
transmitted by the governor to the last two 
general assemblies, all in condemnation of 
this cruel penitentiary and county farm lease 
system, no adequate relief has been given.“ 


Become Revengeful Hells. 

The governor will send a lengthy report 
to the state legislature in January. In an- 
swer to his critics, who the governor quotes 
as having said that a state penitentiary 
„ could not be designed as a Sunday school. 
he says: 

“Nor was it designed as a revengeful hell. 
Of course, no one intends it to dé such, but 
in a measure that is what it and the county 
farms of the state have resolved themselves 
into.“ 

Ot the minor courts Gov. Donaghey says: 

“The abuse of power shown by a few indi- 
viduals acting as justices of the peace in 
some of the towns and cities is enough to 
stagger into amazement those who have 
given the matter any attention.”

UNITED SOCIETIES SAW A “JOKER” 


Another investigation of Chicago's police 
wes ordered by the city council last night. 
It promises revelations as.etartling as those 
of . n- 
ter. 

Secret lobbying and open opposition in the 
force to the ordinance for the emodeling of 
the department was the cause of the action, 
By a two-thirds vote the aldermen passed 
a resolution directing the civil service com- 
mission~which conducted the previous in- 
quiry—to dig deep into the underground op- 
erations of the United Police, the mysterious 
inner association of certain members of the 
force. 

At the same meeting the plan for elim- 
inating “graft,” pull,“ and inefficiency 
‘was checked. The ordinance was sent back 
to the committee that drafted it. The United 
Societies turned the eleventh hour trick to 
accomplish this, but to the persistent activity 
of the United Police was charged the re- 
sponsibility for the vote of 3 to 20 for re- 
reference. 


See Sunday Closing “Joker.” 

It was said the measure might have passed 
a ft not deen for a charge that a joker“ in 

would have compelled the enforceinent of 
90 Sunday closing statute. Success for its 
advocates seemed imminent after the passage 
of the resolution forthe United Police investi - 
gation by a vote of G to 20. 

Ald. Ellie Geiger, chairman of the commit- 
tee that recommended the remodeling ordi- 
nance, led both fights. He was backed by 
Ald. Eugene Biock and Ald. John A. Richert, 
and those who opposed him included Bath- 
house John’’ Coughlin, in whose ward lies the 
chief red light district of the city, and Ald. 
John R. Emerson, who besought States At- 
torney Wayman to reopen that district, 

The pian for. the inquiry has been pending 
for a wetk—ever. since a pamphlet bearing 
the earrnarks of the United Police appeared. 
| It attacked the vital provisions of the reor- 
ganization scheme, and following ite ap- 
pearance its members called upon the alder- 
men to vote against the measure. 


Resolution of Ald, Geiger. 

In his counter attack Ald. Geiger con- 
demned the United Police as guilty of gross 
impropriety in thus “ threatening” the al- 
dermen with political opposition if they sup- 
ported the measure. In addition hecriticised 
the entire purpose of its formation and re- 
cited facts of its past history as revealing its 
real nature. Hig resolution follows: 

Whereas, The organization composed of 
members of the police department of the 
city of Chicago and known as the United 
Police has officially iseued a communica- 
tion to the committee on schools, fire, po- 
Vice, and civil service criticising the action 
of that committee in connection with the

Whereas, In connection with the appro- 
priation ordinance for the year 1910it was 
rumored that this organization had col- 
lected a large sum of money for the pur- 
pose of securing through bribery or oth- 
efwise a raise in pay of certain of its

Whereas, It was at or about that time* 
charged that one William F. Stine, [ts 
president, had embezzled a large amount 
of the money so collected and no effort 
was made by the organisation to appre- 
hend or punish the said Stine: and, 

Whereas, It was found by the civil 
service commission of the city of Chicago, 
as the result of the Investigation of the 
police department, that thie organization 
is inimical to the best interest of disse 
pline and that it defends ite members af 
trials for breaches of rules and regulae- 
tions; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the civil service com- 
mission of the city of Chicago be and it 

hereby is requested to make a thoroug® 
investigation of this organization, ite 
membership, Its activities, and its connec 
tlon/with that document entitled ober- 
tions to and reasons why,” issued unde: 
date of Dec. 7. 1012, and report the result

The occasion was the resignation of Miss 

Mary Wood Himman, teacher of esthetic 
dancing, from the faculty of the school. 
| The feeling ot the opposing parties was ex- | 
pressed by statements made at last night's 
meeting in Emmons Blaine hall of the School 
of Education. 
Mies Hinman's resignation has been def- 
initely settled. It is purely a matter of ad- 
ministrative authority. sald Dean Charies 
H, Judd of the School of Education. 

“We are doubtful as to whether in the 
head of the school we have the best gardener 
for our precious flowers, said Mra. H. E. 
Goodman, 5758 Woodlawn avenve, a member 
of the association. 


Resignation Causes Surprise. : 

The resignation of Miss Hinman caused 
much comment among the members. In- 
acquainted with the reasons, they demanded 
explanations, 

Explanations were not immediately forth- 
coming and rumor spread that Dean Charles 
H. Judd of the School of Education had ob- 
jected to the teaching of the Boston dip te 
pupils in the school. Upon this assumption, 
members of the association asked Miss Hin- 
man to hold a dance for their benefit during 
which the children were to dance the Boston 
dip. 

The dance was held, and the objection al- 
leged to have been made by Dean Judd that 
the dance was vulgar, was not upheld. 

The association went on record as favoring 
all the dances taught by Miss Hinman, not 
barring the, Boston dip or the Argentina 
Tango, if Miss Hinmen chose to teach them 
to the pupils. 


Resolutions Commend Teacher. 

Last night the regular meeting of the agso- 
ciation was held in Emmons Blaine hall of 
the School of Education. A resolution was 
adopted by the association, commending Miss 
Hinman in her work and asking that means 
be used to secure the reinstatement of Miss 
Hinman as a member of the faculty. 

A rupture almost ensued when Dr. Judd 
gave a detailed statement of his opinion: 

“The matter.has been definitely settled,” 
he said. “ No one realizes more than I do 
the value Miss Hinman has been to the school. 
No one would more readily recommend her 
work. But her resignation has been definite- 
ly. decided upon. I have talked this matter 
over carefully with President Judson of the 
university and I have weighed the matter 
carefully. There were two things which 
caused the ‘resignation—both matters of ad- 
ministrative authority: 

The management of the school must be 
made dp internal affair. Thedifferences be- 
twéen the.féquliy and Miss Hinman may oe 
stated as these: Unsatisfactory attempts to 
obtain conferences and the matter of teach- 
ing gymnastic dancing to the pupils.

COMPANIES PLAN STEP 10 SAVE IMMIGRANTS | 


House Passes Bill to Provide Pro- 
tective Station in Chicago. 


TO THWART WHITE SLAVERS 


Government Will Care for Strangers 
Until They Réach Friends. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT} 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.—( Special. 1 
Congressman Sabath’s bill authorizing an 
expenditure of $75,000 for the establishment 
of an immigration station in Chicago was 
passed by the house of representatives this 
afternoon. 

The bill is the result of a movement by 
various societies interested in the welfare of 


try. Hundreds of such immigrants hdve 
been robbed and a large number of foreign 
girls were enticed into white slavery while 
traveling to inland points. 

. The bill now goes to the senate, where it is 
expected to receive approval in time to have 
the appropriation made for the year ending 
June 30, 1914. 


NEWCOMERS TO BE PROTECTED. 

President A. A. McCormick of the county 
board, who has been active in the work of 
protecting immigrants in Chicago, expressed 
satisfaction with the action of the house in 
passing the Sabath bill 

The Immigrants’ Protective league, of 
which I am president, has been working for 
two or three years to get this immigrant sta- 
tion established,“ said he. We enlisted the 
coéperation of the Commercial club and John 
Wilder, A. B. Dick, B. E. Eckhart, and my- 
self were appointed a committee to take the 
work in charge. 

We made several trips to Washington 
and succeeded in enlisting the interest of Sec- 
retary Nagel in the proposition. Then we 
got Prof, Ernst Freund of the University of 
Chicago to draft a bill and Congreseman 
Sabath to introduce it. We also succeeded 
in obtaining the aid of every Chicago con- 
gressman in favor of the bill. , 

“The Immigrants’ Protective league was 
established to protect immigrants from 
white slavers and unscrupulous expressmen, 
who preyed upon the new arrivals at the 
Polk street and other railway stations. 


Safety for Foreign Girls. 

Under the new law the immigrants prac- 
tically will be brought from New York to 
Chicago in bond. When a train load leaves 
there a government inepector is put on the 
train to protect the immigrants. We found 
by experience that many girls have beer 
lost. 

“When they arrive in Chicago they wu 
all be taken to the new central station the 
government is providing. Their friends can 
find them there, and if they have wrong ad- 
dresses, which frequently happens, they can 
be protected until the right address is found 
or their friends or relatives identify them. 

Wo are glad to have this station here, be- 
cause 100,000 come to Chicago or pass through 
here annually. The idea is to rent quarters 


near some railroad station, Federal officials 


will be in charge of the place.

GREEKS WIN SEA BATTLE. 
LONDON, Dec. 16.—A naval engagement 
between the Greek and Turkish fleets oc- 
curred today between the Dardanelles and 
Imbros island.

NO CHOICE: FOR CABINET. 


“Young”? Democrats Outline 
Program for Gaining Con- 
trol of U. S. Senate. 


Princeton, N. J., Dec. 16.—After a month's 
leisure and recreation in the Bermuda islands 
Woodrow Wilson returned home tonight and 
took up in earnest the many tasks that con- 
front him in his dual role as governor of 
New Jersey and president elect of the United 
States. 

Thousands of letters awaited his arrival, 
and though most of them concerned his.na- 
tional administration the president elect 
made it clear that he is still governor and 
intends to devote his energies now to state 
business, 

Mr. Wilson may remain governor of the 
state until about March 1 because he wishes 
to finsh his program of legisaltion pending 
in the state legislature which convenes 
Jan. 14. 


Two Kinds of Cabinets. 
With vespect to his cabinet Mr. Wilson 
said he had not made any final selections. 


At no time in his conversations with the cof- 


respondents who have been traveling with 
him constantly has he mentioned the name 
of a single individual as a possibility for his 
cabinet. 

Before deciding upon the personnel of his 
cabinet he said he would have to determine 
just what type of cabinet he ud form 

He recognizes two types from a review of 
the manner in which his predecessors have 
met this question. One type is the political 
cabinet constructed from party material that 
must in a sense be rewarded in order to pre- 
serve party harmony. The other is charac- 


terized by Mr. Wilson as the personal cabi- 


net, made up of men whose business fitnesg, 
is known to him personally and on whose 
judgment he would like to lean. 


Plan Fight for Senate Control. 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.— The fight 
within the Democratic party for control of 
the senate under the mext administration 
has taken definite form within the last few 
days as the result of comcerted action by a 
small body of Democrats toward laying the 
basis for what they term “ progressive con- 
trol’’ in the next congress.

MOBS DISPERSED IN LYONS. 


Workers Try to Overturn a Street Car 
in a Suburb of, Paris. 


PARIS, Dec. 16.—A general strike of the 
working population of France, ordered to be 
carried out today by the general Federation 
of Labor as a protest against war, was part- 
ly successful. 

It was understood that all workmen were 
to throw down their tools for one day only 
in order to show the strength of the laboring 
classes and to demonstrate their power of 
paralyzing the government in the event of a 
declaration of war. 


Mob Dispersed at Lyons. 

The day passed off quietly except at one 
or two places. At Lyona_there was consid- 
erable rioting tonight, but troops dispersed 
the mobs and arrested fifty of the rioters. 


Strikers tried to overturn a street car. A 
policeman was badly hurt, and ten arrests 
were made. 

Late this afternoon the police raided one of 
the strike centers in Paris and seized 1,000 
cards. On one side they were inscribed: 

To the order to mobilize the workers 
answer by a revolutionary general strike. 
Rather insurrection than war!“ 

On the other side was printed: 

Two plagues to fight—drink and patriot- 
ism.*’ 


Many Walk Out in Paris. 

In Paris the men obeyed the order to strike 
in a great many instances. Few cabs or 
other vehicles were-on the streets, many 
factories were closed and the whole of the 
men connected with the building trades 
ceased work for the day.

Sherwin Cody Wants Both 
Business Men and Educa- 
tors on Vocational Board. 


URGES SPECIALIZATION. 


| Says Experts on Different Sub- 
jects Taught Should Head 
Work of Departments. 


On Sunday THE TRIBUNE presented an 
article by EdwinG. Cooley, describing the 
so-called Cooley vocational education bill 
indorsed by the Commercial club and 
other organizations of business men. On 
Monday wes published an article by Prof. 
George H. Mead, describing the tentative 
vocational) measure proposed by the public 
education committee of the City club. To- 
day is presented an article by Sherwin 
Cody, secretary of the permanent com- 
mittee on standardization of commercial 
studies, business section National Edu- 
catione) association, and a member of 
the public education committee of the 
City club. Mr. Cody discusses the At- 
ference of plan developed by the Com- 
‘mercial club measure and the City club 
measure, and proposes a compromiae. 


BY SHERWIN CODY. 


The discussion of the vocational education 
bille that have been proposed for legisiation 
in Illinois has developed a clear and sharp 
difference of opinion between the business 
men who have offered the bill put forth by 
the Commercial club and the professional 
educators throughout the state. 


There isa widespread feeling among impar- 
tial observers that an impassé has been 
reached, and unless a compromise can be 
agreed on it will be impossible to get any 
bill through the next legislature. Whether 
or not. this would ultimately prove a real 
calamity, it certainly would be bitterty dis- 

to the real friends of vocational 
education in Illinois. 

It is generally recognized that in this state 
additional money must be forthcoming or 
the new work cannot be taken up. The 
present funds for school purposes are utilized 

to the limit and any attempt to squeeze out 
more money for vocational training would 


| employés to take their time to make voca- 
tional education a real vocational ent erprise. 
And as it is the business community ‘that pays 
the greater part of the taxes, the proposal to 
levy a new tax says in effect: “ We will pay 
the bills.’ 

It the business men are given the control. 
the 51 per cent, the responsibility of making 
the new system a success will be on their 
shoulders, and the active codperation of the 
commercial and industrial communities is as- 
sured. If through being allowed only 49 per 
cent they are allowed to feel that they can 
escape, there is grave apprehension that 
they will escape only too completely. That 
is why the business men object to the ad- 
visory committees—as they have no respon- 
sibility, the tendency to shirk renders them 
in many cases nearly useless. 


Teachers to Pominate. 
And since there is no profit qr gain for the 
business man in this educational undertak- 
ing, and he must actually sacrifice valuable 
time to attend to it, it is argyed that the 
professional educator who can perform any 
real service will always get the preference— 
that even with a separate system there will 
be an almost irresistible tendenqy to permit 
the system to drift into the hands of teachers 
who make education their business, and the 
ultimate control in the hands of practical 
workers cannot possibly result in any per- 


s as a class, since in the very nature 
of things they will before very long, when 
they become competent in vocational train- 
ing, dominate the situation. 

Such is the business man’s point of view, 
and many liberal minded educators will agree 
with i. 

The real friends of vocational education 
among the educators heartily appreciate the 
interest that business men have taken in this 
subject, and would be exceedingly sorry to 
check it in any way. But they feel that one 
phase of the Cooley bill is absolutely wrong, 


No Oause for Rivalry, 

The promoters of that bill say they have 
tried to leave the present school system en- 
tirely alone, and are interested in providing 
education for children over 14 years of age 
who have dropped out of the present schools 
In other words, they want only those the 
presemt school system has failed to provide 
for. Therefore, there should be no rivalry 
or antagonism between the present boards 
of education and independent boards of yo- 
cational education. 

The fact is, the present school system al- 
ready has taken hold of vocational education 
and has made donsiderabie progress with it. 
It is recognized thet the public schools do

Native foreigners have often tried to teach 
French, German, Spanish, ete., in our schools, 
and too often have we seen them make almost 
laughable failures, because they Wholly 
lacked a knowledge of the art of carrying 
the immature mind along step by step. 

Success in teaching vocational subjects un- 
doubtedly can be attained only by those who 
understand thoroughly what the immature 
mind is, and how it may, by indirect drills 
of various kinds, be carried along a road of 
progress. The American teacher of French 
or German never manages to give his or her 
pupils the correct accent, any more than the 
professional educator manages to give pu- 
pils the vitally correct vocational view. 


Cites Co-operation Need, 


It takes two teachers of a foreign language 
to make a complete success—a native teacher. 
to give the accent and idiomatic usage, and 
a teacher of the same nationality as the 
students to give them the system of learn- 
ing which alone will conform to their habits 
of thinking. Teachers are experts on im- 
mature minds and how to develop them and 
workers are experts on vocations, Both 
are needed, working in close codperation 
even in the same classroom, if the best 
results are to be obtained. 
gis it not possible to frame a bill that will 
secure the fullest possible cotperation with 
the present school system, utilizing its pres- 
ent investment to the full, avoiding over- 
lapping and duplication, and giving the bual- 
ness and industrial world not only an ad- 
visory interest in strictly vocational courses 
but a responsibility they cannot escape?

HARVESTER CASE 


Government Introduces Ex- 
hibits as Showing Effect of 
Merger of Firms. 


C. H. McOORMICK QUOTED. 


Testimony in 1908 Suit Against 


Corporation in Missouri 
Courts Cited. 


Damaging evidence was intr 
terday at the resumed hearing oi the gov- 
ernment’s suit to dissolve the International 
Harvester company. On account of lack of 
room in the federal building the hearing 
was held in Hotel Le Salle before Special 
Examiner Robert 8. Taylor. 

Edwin P. Grosvenor, government prosecu- 
tor, read into the record statements con- 


‘tained’ in a letter dated May 20, 1907, and 


addressed to Attorney General Charles J. 
Bonaparte. The statements are: 

Their efforts resulted in the formation of 
the International ‘Harvester company and 
the acquisition by it of the Champion, Deer- 
ing, Plano, McCormick, and Milwaukee 


“plants, which five firms were in control of 


8&5 per cent of the harvester business.“ 
From the same letter Mr. Grosvenor read: 

That some time prior to the formation of 
the International Harvester company about 
65 per cent of the output of harvesters in the 
country was manufactured by the McCor- 
mick and Deering companies, two concerns 
having a large harvesting machinery busi- 


Sees Steps Toward Trust. 

“I introduce this in evidence as going to 
prove that the formation went to a large 
extent toward gaining control of the harvest- 
ing machinery business,” said Mr. Grog- 
venor. ‘As a further, admission of the same 
character I -will introduce testimony of Cyrus, 
H. McCormick on May 8, 1908, in @ suit by 
the state of Missouri against the Interna- 
tlonal Harvester company.” 

The government prosecutor then read from 
the record of that suit: 


“ Question—Mr. McCormick, what propor- 


tion of the harvesting machinery buainess 
in the United States was done by the ax 
companies? 

„ Answet—My impression is 80 or #0 per 
cent. 

And by 1908 the businesses were all 
taken oved by the International Harvester 
company? 

Tes, practically so.’ 

What percentage was done by the Deer- 
ing and McCormick companies? :

Two Other Letters. 


In two other letters parts of which were 


offered in evidence, the government be- 
lieves it has additional proof that the de- 
fendant company is a combine in violation 
of the Sherman law. : 

One letter dated Jan. 18, 1904, was writ- 
ten by A. E. Mayer, a member of the sales 
committee, to Cyrus H. MeCormick, presi- 
dent Of the company, regarding the adver- 
tising appropriation for the coming year. 
In it Mr. Mayer urged appropriating a part 
of te money for the purpose of placing ad- 
vertising in agricultural journals with a 
view to warding off possible editorial at- 


‘| tacks on the policy of the company. Mr. 


Mayer said his policy acquired additional 
force by reason of the fact that the coming 
year was a presidential élecfion year, when 
the trust question would be agitated thor- 
oughly. 


Plan to End Competition. 
Another letter from R. C. Haskins, then 
head of the sales committee, to Cyrus H. Mc- 
Cormick dated July 16, 1909, suggests a sell- 
ing policy which will make it impossible for 
any of the outside manufacturers to compete 
with us for the hayrake business. 
The plan advocated was to increase the 
schedule price of 1902 $1 each on rakes and 
furnish them to agents on commission, the 
agent being allowed to pay for them In good 
notes due in one fall where the rake was sold 
alone and in two falls where the rake was 
sold with a mower. He added that this lat- 
ter method of sale had helped greatly the 
sale of rakes in previous years. 


Another Firm’s Head Talks. 

H. H. Beam, secretary of the Thomas Man- 
ufacturing company, Springfield, O., testified 
as to the effect of the formation of the Inter- 
national Harvester company on the growth 
of his firm. He said his company manufac- 
tured largely hay harvesting implements and 
did not come much into competition with the 
combine. ° 

Contracts were placed in evidence showing 
the Harvester company purchased the entire 
output of the Belle City Threshing company 
of Racine and the American Seeding com- 
pany of Springfield, O., for a period of years. 


Haskins Takes Stand. 

Robert C. Hasking president of the Inter- 
national Harvester company of America, the 
selling company of the merger, was the first 
witness placed on the witness stand. 

“Mr. Haskins, have you produced those 
documents I asked you. about several weeks 
ago?’ Mr. Grosvenor asked. 

“ Yee, all I could find,“ answered Mr. Has- 
kins. 

Several of the required papers were missing. 
They were produced later by a clerk who was 
sent for them. 

Following a demand by the government for 
the production of all correspondence of the 
sales department written by A. E. Mayer to 
James Deering, a pile of 221 letters was 
passed across the table to Mr. Grosvenor. 
Mr. Haskins said this was fourteen letters 
short of the complete list demanded by the 
government and covering the years 1907, 
1908, and 1909.

Ar. offer of 
$10,000 for the good will and mailing lists was 
made on Dec. 0 before Judge Landis, who 
continued the hearing until Dec. 7, at which 
time the offer was withdrawn by agents of 
W. D. Boyce of the Boyce Publishing com- 
peny. 

Max Annenberg, circulation manager for 
THe TRIBUNE, revealed the disposition of the 
lists when he submitted an affidavit by Mose 
Lamson Jr., 4 former circulator for the 
World. Annenberg said Tux ‘Tristne had 
not received the lists, did not went them, 
and, moreover, would have no use or them. 


Affidavit Tells of Removal. 
Lamson in his affidavit swore that on Dec. 


5 he and Bob Elms, Bill Hasse, and James 
Truesdell met in the circulation room ot the 


Worid and discussed the removal of the mail-, 


ing lists whieh were on Bill Hasse’s desk on 
the second floor of the building. Hasse for- 
merly had charge of the list galley room ‘at 
the World and Truesdell was assistant to 
Ciretlating Manager Whitlock.

“REDDISH YELLOW BEST.“ 


Picked Green in: October and Run 
by Carloads, Through Big 
Turkish Bath. 


Light ‘yellow oranges, are » ploked too early 
and * sweated to bring out the color, ac- 
cording to testimony before Judge Landis 
yesterday in the government's suit to destroy 
eight carloads of oranges ceized a month ago 
at Proviso, on their way east from Cali- 
fornia., 1 

The action is brought under the pure food 
and drugs act, and is the first of itakind on 
record. The eweating process, according 
to the government, is a method to produce 
color by heat, for the purpose of concealing 
inferiority, 

Sample bags containing e hundred 
oranges were brought into court as exhibits, 
Several orange growers who acted as judges 
of samples picked by pure food inspectors in 
California tasted the fruit and gave their 
opinion as to color, taste, quality, and ripe: 
ness. 

Picked While Dark Green. 


Tue government contended the growers 


picked the oranges while the fruit was dark 


green.. M. A. Rex, a federal pure food in- 
Spector, testified as to the sweating process. 

Can you describe the method by which 
the packers sweat oranges?” 
ant United States District Attorney Fred- 
erick Dickinson: 

The fruit is placed in an air tight room. 
From one to two carloads are placed in the 
sweatbox at a time. Large tin containers 
full 6f water are placed in the room, which 


{ is heated by off stoves or gas stoves to a tem- 


perature of about 95° degrees Fahrenheit. 
Some sweat the fruit longer than others. 
but they generally leave it in the sw abe 
trom three to four days.“ 


Grower Calls Fruit Poor. 

C. J. Carle, an orange grower, who acted 
as one Of the judges of the government's 
samples, testified’ the fruit taken from the 
seized cars was sweated, immature, and unfit 
for use. ' 

The oranges were pale yellow, more like 
lemons than oranges,’ he said, 

A true orange color isa reddish yellow 

“In your opinion, do oranges ripen after 
they are off the tree?’ Mr. Dickinson asked. 

No, I never found an orange that ripened 
after it had been picked.“

Revenue Commissioner Starts In- 
vestigation of Corporations. 


AFTER SOME CHICAGO FIRMS. 


Total Returns Under Special Excise 
Law Lower than Last Year. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.—[Special.j— 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue Cabell 
has undertaken an investigation of corpo- 
rations in Chicago and ether large western 
cities to discover evasions of the corpora- 
tion tax.’ Wholesale evasions were detected 
during the last year in New York and other 


eastern cities. 

The revenue from the 1 per cent special 
excise tax on corporations fell off more than 
$500.000 for the fiscal year of 1912. The total 


collected from thjs source was $28,017,505, 
as compared with $20,432,555 for the previous 
year. N 

When this loss of revenue was detected 
the commissioner ascertained that it was due 
largely to the fact that corporations were 
withholding items which should have been 
reported as part of the gross income, Coun- 
sel for corporations had interpreted the law 


of earnings. 

Eastern concerns which had evaded the 
tax were compelled to make restitution, and 
the commissioner purposes to proceed in 
the same manner against any western cor- 
porations detected in similar violations of 
the law. 

The commissioner in his annual report rec- 
ommends that the law be changed so that 
corporations will be required to file stato- 
ments at the elose of their own fiscal year 
instead of the calendar year.

R. HOPPER and his associates have ef- 

fected, at the Garrick, the second of 

their Gilbert-Sullivan revivals in the 

Chicago schedule, and are singing the 

satire, Patience: or Bunthorne's 
Bride,“ with even better all round results than 
in the case of The Pirates of Pengance.” Trve. 
there is more to “ Patience” than to what was, 
chronologically, its immediate predecessor; but 
offsetti the better material is the fact that it 
is, as a problem of casting; the most difficult 
of the series. 

Thus, the comedian doesn't live who would 
not regard Bunthorne as a “ great” part; but 
there have not been, in the thirty-three years 
since the work was first made known, many 
mimes capable of playing, singing, and looking 
it—as, for example, it was played, sung, and 
visualized last night by Mr. Hopper, who proved 
himself immeasurably the best Bunthorne of 
American record, at least. The traditions of 
this part have mainly to do with George W. 
Willison, who acted here some weeks ago in The 
Man Higher Up”; Henry EB. Dixey, and John H. 
Riley. Mr. Wilson was in the first American 
cast, in the Boston Museum, and again in Harry 


Askin's 1894 revival of the work, when John 


Mason was the Grosvenor. Mr. Dixey fre- 
quently played Bunthorne in the youth of the 
operetta, and took part in another Askin re- 
vival, in 1892, in New York City, with the author 
of “Everywoman,” the late Walter Browne, as 
Grosvenor. 

— 


As to Grosvenor, it has always been the de- 
spair of managers secking a cast for “ Pa- 
tience ; and the physical, vocal, and comedic re- 


quirements of the role have served to keep . 


Patience out of previous “ festivals,” which 
is argot for a week or more of repertoire made 
up of plays on which royalties are not paid. 
(See Shakspearean festival,” old comedy fes- 
tival,” etc., etc.) 

The difficulties of properly casting and stag- 
ing “Patience” do not end with the respective 
parts of the rival esthetes. The lieutenant, 
the cglonel, and the major must be dragoons to 
the eye and capable to the ear if there is to be 
illusion; the title part is not for every singing 
ingénue, even when she can beth sing and 
inge; and Lady Jane is the most exacting of 
all Gilbert’s feminine caricatures—an .expres- 
sion in fun of which he was inordinately fond, 
if one may judge from a gallery that ranges 
from the Lady Sangazure of The Sorcerer 
to the Katisha of “The Mikado” and even be- 
rons to the crushed tragedienne of “ The Grand 

u regs 

All of which makes it a pleasure to say that 
it were extremely difficult, if not quite impos- 
sible, to match, much less to better. last 
night’s cast of Patience,“ So far as the de- 
livery of the songs-—that is, words and music 
-was concerned the effort were futile, if one 
may judge by the display of comic opera talent 
in the. market place. If the pun did not 
always register a guffaw from the audience 
that fault lay not with the players but with 
the fact that much of the especial satire has 
“dated.” Much of it, that is—that part that 
was Gilbert's fling at the excesses that fol- 
lowed Oscar Wilde's propaganda in behalf of a 
better decorative scheme for every day.

Wilde himself did no real harm, even when 
the Linerusta- Walton idea became an obses- 
sion in a mistaken belief that his gospel of 
affected simplicity could be taught by patterns 
and a sample bock. He was, as one regards 
it, fortunate or unfortunate in having his 
propaganda made absurd just at a time when 
Gilbert was in sore need of a theme to take 
the place of some amiable and well meant but 
rather dangerous mummery at the expense of 
the socially ambitious clerical type—a type he 
mildly cartooned in his Bab-Ballad: of “ The 
Two Curates.” 

But nobody with an eye and ear for 0 of 
the cultural dogma and pifile of today can ein- 
cerely say that all the satire of “ Patience” is 
evaporated. No wild fancy were needed, for 
example, to think of Bunthorne as th 
“founder” of a Little theater wherein the best 
efforts of the actors are bent to make the audi- 
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as Patience 


enoe realize the very absence of the illusion 
that is an essential part of drama. 

An impnession of this and cognate aspects 
was carried across the footlights last yight 
at the Garrick. It was, all in all, a per- 
formance very much in the spirit of author 
and composer. Mr. Hopper, as indicated above, 
Was a capital fit as Bunthorne, clowning no 
whit beyond the actor-traditions of the part, 
gingihg his patter with clear enunciation, and 
his melody with tune and gusto. And he made 
that singular, dominant, irresistible personality 
indicate a probable Bunthorne just as, last 
week, he made it indicate a probable cockney 
constable. * 


To Miss Duffield, in the name part, belongs 
second honors. She is a bit full and curvi- 
linear for Patience—a part of which Miss Marie 
Dore is the physical ideal. But Miss Duffield 
has intelligence and humor and a knowledge 
of singing that permits her to do a great deal. 
She fairly carried the counterpointed and in- 
volved final of the first, and was winsome and 
keen in the “Little Boy” duet. 

Mr. MacFariane’s Grosvenor was sung so 
well and acted so blithely as to overcome, in 
part, his manifest physical unfitness for the, 
part; and Miss Condon’s Lady Jane had enough 
of personal humor, albeit rather flat in tone, 
as are her Ruth and Katisha. Nobody could 
ask for a better trio of dragoons than the 
Messrs. Aldridge, Cunningham, and Cowles.

“Sigh! Sigh! All Sigh!” solo; and Mr. Cun- 
ningham rattled with zest and a large meas- 
ure of artistic ease through the colonel’s two 
songs of self-glorification.
